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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

The claims contain numerous examples of vague and indefinite language, 
including "plurality of series, groups, groupings, indexings and matrices and vice versa", 
"intelligently rendered", "term by document pattern", "the vector space information 
retrieval", "conceptual-based indexing", "document analysis", "token analysis", 
"decipherment", "intelligently empowered" and "discovery". Also, "the vector space 
information retrieval" lacks antecedent basis. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed 
to non-statutory subject matter. Claims 1-7 appear to be directed to systems and 
arrangements of words. Patentable subject matter is confined to processes, machines, 
manufactures and compositions of matter, as recited above. The invention as claimed 
amounts to abstract ideas and their manipulation. Such ideas, disembodied from a 
clearly defined structure, cannot be patented. Particularl with respect to claims 6 and 7, 
decipherments and discoveries are not patentable subject matter. It is well settled that 
laws of nature, natural phenomena and abstract ideas are not, by themselves, 
patentable subject matter. See Diamond v. Chakrabarty, 206 USPQ 1 93 (US SupCt 
1980), State Street Bank & Trust Co. v. Signature Fin. Group, Inc., 149 F.3d 1368, 47 
USPQ2d 1596, (CAFC 1998) and AT&T Corp. v. Excel Communications Inc., 50 
USPQ2d 1447 (CAFC 1999). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Foster. 
The claimed invention, as best understood, is directed to a series of groups each having 
words related to some medical diagnosis. Foster discloses in Figures 2 and 5 and in 
column 4, line 6 to column 5, line 38 a teaching device comprising a plurality of 
templates 10 each having related words theron pertaining to a medical diagnosis.

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Portnoy, Johnson Prillerman and Jacquemin disclose various 
methods and devices for teaching a user in the medical areas.
